God; as they all are founded on texts of Scripture, as that great 
Juminary Maimonides has clearly proved in his Comment on 
Meſecheth Sanhedreen, Perek Chelek: for he there obſery 
that the firſt article, which is the belief of the EXISTENC 


OF GOD, is founded on the firſt great commandment, I AM 


THE LORD THY GOD *®. The. ſecond, which is his 
UNITY, is founded on, Hz ar, O ISRAEL, THE Loxp is our 


Gop, THE LorD is ONE 4. The third, which excludes from the 


Supreme Being all ideas of corporeality, is founded on Deut. iv. 
15. « For ye ſaw xO MANNER OF SIMILITUDE on the day 
« that the Log ſpake unto you in Horeb.“ And thus fays 


the prophet Iſaiah f, To whom therefore will ye liken Go $ 
and what is the form of reſemblance that ye will compare with.

The 


fourth, is the belief of his priority; and that he only is ET ERNAL : 
this is founded on Deut. xxxiii. 27, „ The ETERnaL Gop is 
thy refuge, and underneath are the EVERLASTIVG arms,” 
The fifth, is the belief that he is LORD or ALL THE caea- 
TION; and that therefore, it is HIM only, whom we are ta

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ſerve, to praiſe, and addreſs our prayers, and ſupplications to; 
and not to any other exiſtent being: whether it be angels, or 
the heavenly bodies, planets, or elements, &c. for they are all 
creatures, appointed by him to their ſeveral ſtations; and are 
therefore not to be conſtituted as mediators between God and 
man: but on the contrary, all our prayers, and meditations, are 
to be addreſſed immediately to him, and none elſe, This we 
Jearn from the precepts in the law, commanding us to abſtain 
from idolatry, &c. &c. The ſixth, is the belief of the ſpirit of 
prophecy, beſtowed on his peculiar people : of this the law, and 
the prophets afford us ſufficient proof. The ſeventh is, the belief 
of the degree of prophecy of Moſes, and that THERE NEVER 
SINCE AROSE A PROPHET IN ISRAEL LIKE UNTO Mosts: 
and that he was the father * of all the prophets, who either pre- 
ceded, or ſucceeded him: they all being inferior to him: that he 
was particularly choſen by God, from the reſt of mankind: and 
attained a greater knowledge of the perfections and attributes of 
the Supreme Being, than any other man, who ever did, or ever 
ſhall exiſt. He was alſo fo greatly diſtinguiſhed from the reſt of 
mankind, after being on the mount, that his corporeal powers, 
and ſenſes, were entirely abſorbed; ſo that he was equal to an 
intelligent being : for which reaſon, God ſpoke to him without 
the agency of an angel: as mentioned, Numb. xii. 8. « With 
be him will I ſpeak, mouth to mouth.” The prophecy of Moſes 
was alſo eminently diſtinguiſhed from that of all the other pro- 
phets, by four things. F irſt, They propheſied by means of an 
agent; but Moſes propheſied without any agent; as above-men- 
tioned. Second, All the other prophets received the prophecy 
when aſleep; in a dream, or viſion of the night: or in the day 
time, after a deep fleep had fallen upon them, and their corporeal 
ſenſes were ſuſpended, the fame as in ſleep: and which was called 
a viſion, or appearance. But Moſes received the word from God 
in the day time, when he ſtood between the two cherubims : as 
God informed him, Exod. xxv. 22. And there will I meet 
« with thee, and I will commune with thee, from above the 
& mercy ſeat, from between the two cherubims,“ &c, And the 
like we find in Numb. xii. 6. „ If there be a prophet among 
«& you, I the LorD will make myſelf known unto him in a vi- 
te ſion, and will ſpeak unto him in a dream. But my ſervant 
„ Moſes is not ſo, he is faithful in all my houſe, with him will 
* I ſpeak mouth to mouth, even apparently, and not in dark 
« ſpeeches,” &c. Third, When the ſpirit of prophecy reſted 
on the other prophets, although it was in a viſion; (in the day 
time) yet, were they ſeized with ſuch a ſtrong and forcible tre-

mour, 
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mour, as ſhook their whole frame in ſuch a manner, as if their 
diſſolution was near: as may be obſerved from what Daniel ſays, 
chap. x. 8. © Therefore 105 left alone, and ſaw this great 
« viſion, and there remained no ſtrength in me: for my come- 
te lineſs * was turned in me into corruption, and I retained no 
« ſtrength.” And verſe 9. Then was J in a deep fleep on 
« my face, and my face towards the ground” But when the 
wie of God came to Moſes, he was not diſturbed: in the leaſt: 
and this is what we are to underſtand from the expreſſion in 
Exod. xxxiii. 11. © And God ſpake unto Moſes face to face, 
as a man ſpeaketh unto his friend.” In the ſame familiar man- 
ner, as one man ſpeaks to another: not cauſing the leaſt fright, 
or conſternation in him: and this, on account of his near ap- 
proach to an intelligent ſtate, Fourth, The other prophets 
could not command the ſpirit of prophecy: that 1s, they, could 
not prophecy at all times, when they pleaſed, but only when God 
pleaſed: for which reaſon the prophet continued ſometimes a a 
number of years without inſpiration. At other times, the prophet 
beſought God in prayer, that he would be pleaſed to inſpire him; 
and then, perhaps, after ſome time, the ſpirit of prophecy reſted 
on him : but not ſo as to inform him of the very prophecy which 
he ſought. Some of the prophets alſo endeavoured to prophecy, 
by applying their minds and attention 1 lely to it, as alſo by other 
applications: as we find was the caſe w.th Eliſha, who, when he 
wanted to prophecy, faid +, ** But now bring me a minſtrel. 
And it came to 1 when the minſtrel played, that the hand of 
the Lox p came upon him.” Hence, it is evident, that they had 
not power to prophecy at all times they pleaſed: but Moſes could 
prophecy at all times whenever he pleaſed: that is, he was always 
in a ſtate fit to converſe with God: as is clear from what he ſaid 
to the men, who came to inquire of him concerning the Paſſover, 
Numb. ix. 7, 8. „And Moſes ſaid unto them, Stand till, and 
I will hear what the Lok will command concerning you.” 
And we find, that God immediately fatisfied him, in what he 
wanted to know, All this, is a manifeſtation of the diſtinction 
and pre-eminence of Moſes above all the other prophets : and 
therefore, no ſucceeding prophet had power to abrogate any part 
of the law, as received from Moſes The eighth article is, the 
belief that the law is from God: that is, we are to believe that 
Al the law which we now have, is the very ſame law as was given 
to Moſes: and that he received it all from the mouth of God, the 
hiſtorical part as well as the preceptive : and no one elſe knew of 
ſuch hiſtorical facts, or had any ſuch ſource of information; and 
therefore he was called ppm a Scribe; becauſe he ated, as one

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that wrote from the mouth of another; for which reaſon, we 
ſeldom find him ſpeaking in his own perſon, but as one that 
is copying from a book, or what another is rehearſing to him. 
We therefore firmly believe, that there is no diſtinction (in 
point of authenticity) between the paſſage DIV) AD DN 17) - 
« And the children of Ham were Cuſh and Miſraim.“ Gen. 


X. 6. And that of, TT * N « am the Loxp thy 


God; “ but that all is equally the word of God; all is a perfect; 
pure, holy, and true law, Gvered by him to Moſes. This, is 
founded on the paſſage in Numb. xvi. 28 ©« And Moſes faid, 
Hereby ye ſhall know that the Lorp hath ſent me to do ALL 
theſe works: for J Have not done them of mine own mind.” 
The ninth, is the belief of the immutability of the law; that is, 
that this law will never be removed, or exchanged: neither will 
there be any other law from the Creator beſides it: nor will 
there be any addition to, or diminution from it. This is founded 
on, Deut. iv. 2. Thou ſhalt not add thereto, nor ſhalt thou 
diminiſh from it*.” The tenth, is the belief that God knoweth 
all the thoughts and aCtions of mankind; and is not fo indifferent 
and unconcerned about them, as ſome of the wicked think; who 
fay, « The Loxp ſeeth us not; the Lorp hath forſaken the 
earth.” Ezek. viii. 12. But on the contrary, he obſerves, and 
takes cognizance of all our actions: and which is founded on the 
following texts in the law, and the prophets ; “ Great in coun- 
ſel, and mighty in works, for thine eyes are open upon all -the 
ways of the ſons of men, to give every one according to his ways, 
wy according to his doings.” Jer. xxxii. 19, © And God ſaw 
that the wickedneſs of man was great in the earth.” Gen, vi. 5. 
See alſo Gen. xviii. 20, &c. The eleventh, is the belief that 
God will reward thoſe who obſerye his commandments, and 
puniſh thoſe who neglect, or break them : and that the chief re- 
ward is in a future tate, in the enjoyment of immortality; and 
the puniſhment is exciſion, This is founded on Exod. xxxii. 
32, 33. © Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their fin : and if not, 
blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book which thou haſt written. 
And the Lon p ſaid unto Moſes, Whoſoever hath ſinned againſt 
me, him will I blot out of "| book.” This, is a clear proof of 
reward to the righteous, and puniſhment to the wicked. The 
twelfth, is the belief of the coming of the Meſſiah: and whom 
we are bound continually to expect: and although he tarry, we 
are to wait for him; (ſee Habak. ii. 3.) and not attempt to fix 
a certain time to his coming, for that is known to God only ; 
but we are to pray to God to ſend him, agreeable to what we

Moſes to Malachi : on all which prophecies*, this article is found- 
ed. The thirteenth, is the belief of the reſurrection of the dead. 
This is founded on the different prophecies, which foretell the 
reſurrection: Iſai. xxvi. 19. Ezek. xxxvii. 1 to 14. and Dan.

IX. p. 9. THe cixcurr. This in Hebrew is called 23, 
The ciccuit, or paſſage: for the better underſtanding of which, 
I ſhall deſcribe the form of the altar, It was a large pile, built 
all of unhewn ſtone, thirty-two cubits ſquare at the bottom: 
from thence it aroſe one cubit; and inclined inward another ; 
ſo that here, it was thirty cubits ſquare : this was called 1101, the 
foundation, where the blood was poured out. It then aroſe five 
Cubits, and fell in one cubit ; it then was twenty-eight cubits and

four palms (or hands breadth) ſquare: this was the 22*Þ, i. e. 
the circuit. From thence it aroſe three cubits, and inclined in- 
ward two cubits : from whence it aroſe again one cubit, which 
was the hearth, upon which the offerings were burnt: and the 
linking in of two cubits breadth was the paſſage or circuit round 

it, on which the prieſts ſtood when they tended the fire, and 
placed the ſacrifices upon it; fo that this hearth was a ſquare of 
twenty-four cubits, and four palms, or about thirty-ſeven feet 
and a half on every fide. See Meſech. Middoth, in Miſhna, fol. 
35, 1, and Maim. in Hilchoth Avoedah, chap. ii. 


X. p. 10. Heb. LiIiqur: i. e. were not of ſuch conſe- 


quence; as they were not brought to make an atonement for

XI. Ibid. Theſe rules laid down by Rabbi Iſhmael, for ex- 
pounding the Law, contain a complete ſyſtem of Scripture logic: 
as the greateſt part of the precepts of the Levitical Law, are ex- 
pounded by means of theſe rules. 


XII. Ibid. Rule 1. This is what the logicians call argument- 
um ab impare; or as Buxtorf calls it, a minor! ad majus, aut 
contra, If a leſſer cauſe produces ſuch an effect, how much 
greater muſt be the effect of a greater cauſe? Example, And 
the Lorp ſaid unto Moſes, if her father had ſpit in her face, 
ſhould ſhe not be aſhamed ſeven days?“ (Numb. xii 14.) 
Here we have the leſſer cauſe, in reſpg& of the greater cauie : 
i. e. the difference between OY her father, and offending 
the Supreme Being: and therefore, ſay the Hebrew logicians, it 
for offending her . ſhe was to be aſhamed ſeven days; for 
offending the Deity, ſhe ought at leaſt to be aſhamed fourteen 
days: but the Lox p was pleaſed to ſhew his mercy by remitting 
the greater puniſhment, and ſuffering the leſſer only to take place: 
in this manner adjudging the greater by the leſſer: and which muſt 
always be obſerved in this rule. | 


XIII. Ibid. Rule 2. Example: in Deut. xiv. 1. it is ſaid, 

« Ye ſhall not make any baldneſs between your eyes for the 
dead,” And, in Levit. chap xxi. 5. ſpeaking of the prieſts, it 
ſays, „ They ſhall not make any baldneſs upon their heads,” 
The former precept relates to the Iſraelites; (i. e. all the nation, 
the prieſts, who are the deſcendants of Aaron) and tie 

latter relates to the prieſts, Now, by this agreement, or parity 
of reaſoning, we deduce one from the other, as follows: In the 
firſt place, we are taught how the Iſraelites are to act from the 
rule laid down to the prieſts: for although the command to the 
former only exprefles BETWEEN THEIR EYES, yet, as by the 
latter it mentions the WHOLE HEAD, it conſequently is to be 
underſtood in the fame ſenſe by the Iſraelites. Secondly, we 
N are 
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are taught how the prieſts are to act, from what is ſaid concern- 
ing the Iſraelites: for as it does not particularize on what oc- 
cation the prieſts are forbid to make this baldneſs upon their 
head, and by the Iſraelites it does; namely, FOR THE DEAD: 
we conſequently imply from thence, the ſame with reſpect to the 
prieſts. All this is deduced from the Hebrew noun dp, I. e. 
Baltdneſs, occurring in both texts. 


XIV. p. 11. Rule 3. In Heb. au p32 The building of the 
father : becauſe the paſlage which teaches, is as the father; and 
thoſe which are expounded or explained by it, are reckoned as 
the children proceeding from its loins. This is two-fold, as 
will be ſhewn preſently, In Exod. xii. 16. it ſays, „And in 
the firſt day, there ſhall be an holy convocation, and in the ſe- 
venth day there ſhall be an holy convocation unto you: no 
manner of work ſhall be done in them, SAVE THAT WHICH 
EVERY MAN MUST EAT, THAT ONLY MAY BE DONE BY 
You.” This, the Rabbins have laid down as the principal con- 
ſtitution, by which all the other feſtivals are to be governed in 
their celebration : that is, no manner of work is to be done on 
them, except, what is neceſlary for man to eat, whether it be ſo 
_ particularized in the command of ſuch feſtival, or not. This is 
what is denominated the PRINCIPAL CONSTITUTION FROM 
ONE VERSE, Again, in Leviticus, ſpeaking of the blemiſhes 
which incapacitated the prieſt from officiating, chap. xxi. 20. it 
enumerates, „Or crookbackt, or a dwarf, or that hath a blemiſh 
in his eye.” And chap. xxii. 22. in ſpeaking of the blemiſhcs 
which rendered the beaſt unfit to be oftered; among others 

therein mentioned, it ſays, Or maimed, or having a wen.” 
Now, as by the former, maimed, or having a wen, is not ex- 
preſſed, nor by the latter, croo#backt, or a dwarf, we know not 
whether they affect each other: but by this rule, it is laid down 
as a fundamental principle, that wherever the noun dm, 4 blemi/h, 
is expreſſed ſimply, it includes the blemiſhes enumerated both of 
man and beaſt : that is, that thoſe blemiſhes mentioned of the 

| beaſt, incapacitates the man, equally with thoſe particularized of 
him: and vice verſa. This is deduced from the noun dim oc- 
curring in two verſes: one in the deſcription of the blemiſhes of 
man, the other by thoſe of the beaſt : and is therefore called TRE 
PRINCIPAL CONSTITUTION FROM TWO VERSES, 


XV. Ibid. Rule 4. This rule is argued thus: in Levit. i. 
2. it fays, „If any man of you bring an offering unto the Logo, 
ye ſhall bring your offering of the beaſts,” This includes all 
beaſts in general; as well beaſts of paſture, as beaſts of chace, 
beaits of the foreſt, &c. And by which it might appear, as if 
any were eligible for an offering: but as it immediately ſpecines,

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4 of the herd, and the flock :” the others are of courſe excluded. 
Hence, it is manifeſt, that the general is ſuperſeded by the ſpecial. 
This rule is abſolute throughout the law: that is, wherever a 
precept is ſpoken of in both genera! and particular terms, the 
particular only is to be obſerved. 


XVI. Ibid. Rule 5. This rule is the very reverſe of the 
preceding : for there the particular predominates, and ſuperſedes 
the. general: but here the general prevails, ſo as to ſuperſede the 
particular: I ſhall produce an example to illuſtrate it. In Deut. 
xxii. 3. ſpeaking of the reſtoration of things loſt, it ſays, „ In 
like manner ſhalt thou do with his aſs, and fo ſhalt thou do with 
his raiment.” From this particular deſeription, it might be 
argued that he was obliged to reſtore thoſe things only : but as 
it immediately after ſays, And fo with all loft things of thy 
brother,“ &c. it is laid down, that the general rule prevails, and 
comprehends the particular. This rule obtains in all parts of 
the law, 


XVII. Ibid, Rule 6. This rule is argued thus: in Exod. 
xxii. 8. treating of the oath which a man is obliged to take, 
that he hath not put his hand unto his neighbour's goods, it ſays 
in general terms, For all manner of treſpaſs; but afterwards 
enumerates in particular, « For ox, for aſs, for ſheep, for rai- 
ment.” And then immediately afterwards, it is obſerved in ge- 
neral terms again, For any manner of loſt thing.” Hence the 
Rabbins infer, that where we meet with a precept treated of in 
general terms, and then in particular, and again in general, (as 
this is) we cannot judge but according to the particular : that is, 
as the particular, i. e. an ox, aſs, &c. are moveables, and may 
be accounted as money: i. e. may be uſed by way of barter, or 
diſpoſed of as merchandize; fo ALL THINGS that are moveable, 
and fo uſed, are included: hence, lands which are not moveable, 
and ſlaves which are like lands, as mentioned in Levit. xxv. 46. 
« And ye ſhall take them as an inheritance,” &c. are exempted, 
And bonds, contracts, letters, and the like, although they be 
moveables, yet, are they not reckoned as merchandize, being 
only uſed as proofs, &c. for which reaſon, they are alſo exempted: 
i. e. the perſon accuſed, is not obliged to take an oath for them. 
Whence it is manifeſt, that the general texts are to be judged | 
by the particular only. 
XVIII. Ibid. Rule 7. This rule is explained thus: in Numb. 
iii. 4. it ſays, © And the Lorp ſaid unto Moſes, Number all 
the firſt- born of the males, of the children of Iſrael.“ This 
contains both a general and particular term; each of which hath 
need of its fellow to explain it; ſo that they act as by recipro- 
cation, thus: The general term is, ALL THE FIRST-BORN. 


By the term fir/f-born, ALL are included, both males and _— 
| there

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there conſequently was a neceſlity for the particular term or 
THE MALES, in order to exclude the females; . Hence, the 
-general term hath need of the particular to explain it: and, in 
return, the particular term or THE MALES, requires the aid of 
the general term to explain it: for if it had only ſaid, NUMBER 
THE MALES, it might have been ſuppoſed to include ALL, 
whether firſt-born or not: for which reaſon, the general term 
FIRST-BORN, is alſo uſed: hence the reciprocation is manifeſt, 


XIX. Ibid. Rule 8. The explanation of this rule is as fol- 
lows: in Levit, xx. 2. it is commanded, that, Whoſoeyer he 
be of the children of Iſrael, or of the ſtrangers that ſojourn in 
Iſrael, that giveth any of his ſeed to Molech, he ſhall ſurely be 
put to death; the people of the land ſhall ſtone him with ſtones.” 
Now, as the fin of offering unto Molech, was already included 
among the other abominations, we might naturally aſk, Where. 
fore is it thus exempted, by explaining that the culprit is to be 
STONED? To which the Rabbins anſwer, (according to this 
rule) that this particular expreſſion, was not only to ſpecify 
what death, he that offered to Molech was to ſuffer; but that 
it alſo taught us, that all thoſe that were guilty of any of the 
other abominations, wer= likewiſe to be ſtoned : fo that it not 
only explains its own particular caſe, but alſo that of the ge- 
neral. 


XX. Ibid. Rule 9. This rule is argued thus: in Deut. 
xix. 5. © As when a man goeth into the wood with his neigh- 
bour, to hew wood, and his hand flip,” &c, If he thereby killed 
his neighbour, it was ordained, that he was to flee to one of the 
cities of refuge. This perſon ſo killing his neighbour, was 
ſuppoſed to do it ignorantly, yet, ſtill he was included in the ge- 
neral term of Un, A ſlayer, or murderer: of courſe, he was 
alſo included in the general puniſhment, as mentioned in Levit. 
xxiv. 21, © And he that killeth a man, he ſhall be put to death.“ 
This is expreſſed in general terms; for it makes no diſtinction 
between him that killeth a man wilfully, or ignorantl:'; but, as 
he that killed a man ignorantly is excepted from the general rule, 
to prove an argument ſimilar to its ſubje&, viz. KILLING; (for 
both were guilty of that) it alleviates, but does not aggravate ; 
i. e. it mitigates the puniſhment of him who killeth ignorantly, 
by exempting him from death, and only obliging him to flee to 
the city of refuge. ? 

XXI. Ibid. Rule 10. This rule is founded on the following 
texts: in Exod. xxi. 2. © If thou buy an Hebrew ſervant, fix 
years he ſhall ſerve; and in the ſeventh he ſhall go out free for 
nothing.” And in verſe 7, it ſays, “ And if a man ſell his 
daughter to be a maid-ſervant, ſhe ſhall not go out as the men- 


ſer dd 
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fſervants do.“ Now, as the Hebrew maid-ſervant was included 
in che general term Ax HEBREW SERVANT : as mentioned in 
Deut. xv. 12. © If thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew 
woman, be ſold unto thee, &c, It may not be improper to 
enquire, why, according to the above - mentioned text, the Hebrew 
maid- ſervant ſhould be 'excepted? To which it is anſwered, 
to prove an argument not ſimilar to its ſubject: viz. to ſhew 
that the Hebrew man- ſervant was not to go free in like manner 
as the maid- ſervant; who was to be freed on arriving at the years 
of puberty, or the death of her maſter, although the fix years 
were not expired: thus it alleviates the caſe of the maid- ſervant;

To 
obey is better than to offer the fat of rams, as the Prophet ſaid +;

knoweth he hath ſinned, let him turn and repent f. The mighty 
hoſt, that ſtrengthens itſelf in the performance of the precepts, be- 
ing admoniſhed with affecting words, returns and repents in the 
intermediate days, when it is ſaid, Blow ye the trumpet in Zion; 
appoint 9 ye a faſt. He beareth with our ſinful acts; O may he 
forget and cover our iniquitous folly, and conſider all our trea- 
cherous dealings, as myrrh, caſſia, and aloes : Gather the people, 
ſanctify the congregation. The form of penitence, prayer, and 
charity, is effectual to work their expiation, and the hope of the 
broken and contrite ſpirit, as if he offered the fat of the burnt- 
offering, and ſacrificed between the porch and the altar.

that he might not ſtruggle, and thus diſhonour his parent; he 
then bound him as a lamb for a burnt-offering, prepared the 
wood and the fire, and trembling took the knife to ſlay him, and 
as an High Prieſt attempted to offer his mixed meat- offering; 
while the mft High God, whoſe works are tremendous, fat, and 
beheld the father bind, and the ſon ſubmitting to be bound in 
reverence: Lo! the angels raiſed a grievous cry, a voice was 
then heard, ſaying to Abraham, Stretch not forth thine hand ts 
the lad, to deſtroy him; for the ram that hath been hidden from 
the creation, is to be offered, and given a ranſom for him; and 
ſhall be accounted as though he had ſuffered : he alſo ſwore to 
bleſs him in an eſpecial manner, and would remember the act of 
his being bound to his poſterity d, to deliver them from all ini- 
quity and wickedneſs; to take them to him, as his peculiar be- 
loved people, and to be our help and ſalvation for ever.

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born in his own houſe, even Anar, Eſhcol, and Mamre, and di- 
vided himſelf againſt them, and ſmote them with diſcomfiture, 
on the night that was appointed of old; and with the help of him 
who caſteth down thoſe that are on high, he recovered all the 
ſpoil. "The ſeventh was, when he made a covenant with nim 
between the parts, and ſhewed him the four potent monarchies, 
who each in their day were to bear rule over them, but were 
afterwards to be totally loſt. The threefold heifer denoted the 
kingdom of Edom®, which is as a threſhing heifer +, and as the 
wild boar in the woods. The threefold goat denoted the Grecian 
empire, which is compared to a goat f The threefold ram, 
denoted the joint kingdom of the Medes and Perſians; as is faid}, 
And the ram which thou didſt ſee in the viſion. The ox, de- 
noted the empire of the Iſhmaelites; who are compared to oxen, 
The young pigeon, denoted the Ifraclites, who are compared to 
pigeons and turtle doves; as it is ſaid d, O my dove, thou art in 
the clefts of the rock, in the ſecret places. "Theſe he took, and 
divided them into two parts, in order to weaken their power, and 
to annihilate their memorial: when the eagle g, which is 
David the firſt of warriors, came down to devour them, when 
the ſun went down, he drove him away with his robe, becauſe 
the true reign of the eagle is not to commence till the evening, 
as ſhewn by our ſages; to acquaint us that their ** reign will 
laſt but one day of him ++ who formed the mountains, all but 
two parts of an hour according to eſtimation, when the ſun de- 
clines to the weſt, within two parts of an hour of its ſetting, and 
it begins to darken: fo before the evening comes, will the light 
ſhoot forth to the upright : and it ſhall, come to paſs, that at 
eventide, there ſhall tf be light. The eighth was, when he cir- 
cumeiſed the fleſh of his foreſkin, which happened on the tenth 
day of the month, even on the day of Atonement Sy; and every year 
the blood of his circumciſion is viewed by the Supreme, as the blood 
of bulls, and their members offered; and for the ſaxe of which, he

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which time, he neither ſaw ſun, moon, nor ſtars : and after the 
thirteen years, he came forth fully inſtructed in the divine Unity; 
he deſpiſed the idols, and abhorred the graven images; and truſting 
in him who formed him, he caſt his lot in the pleaſant portion. 
The ſecond was, when they caſt him into the burning fiery fur- 
nace, and the King of glory put forth his right hand to deliver 
bim in mercy, and faid, I am the LoRD who brought thee out 
of the fire of the Chaldees with my word. The third was, 
when he commanded him wholly to I-ave the place of his nati- 
vity*, The fourth was, when he ſent a famine in thoſe days, 
and which was the firſt famine that ever was in the world, and 
which did not extend to all countries, and climates, but only to 
the land of Canaan, to oblige him to go down to the land of 
Egypt. The fifth was, when Sarah was taken to the ruler of 
the people +, on the night of obſervation, even the night that was 
obſerved for the deſtruction of the firſt- born of the Egyptians : 
when the LorD plagued Pharaoh with great and terrible plagues, 
He afterwards dwelt in the land of the Philiſtines many days, 
when the king of Gerar took the amiable beauty, he and al] his 
houſehold were rendered incapable of performing their neceſſary 
evacuations; and the angel Michael deſcended to ſlay him in 
wrath ; but he exclaimed, Wilt thou alſo ſlay a righteous nation, 
and ſhed their blood? To which he replied, Reftore the man's 
wife, for he is a Prophet, and the father of all the wiſe: he then 
took ſheep and oxen, men-ſervants, and maid- ſervants, and pre- 
ſented them to him, and Abraham prayed to God, who was en- 
treated of him from heaven, and healed them of the barrenneſs 
of their womb ft. The fixth was, when the ancient kings, with 
Chedorlaomer king of Elam, came, and attacked, and plundered 
his brother's ſon, and on whoſe account they carried away all the 
ſpoil of Sodom : when one who eſcaped came and informed him 
what the enemy had done, he armed his principal trained ſervants 


* If we ſeriouſly reflect on this tranſaction, we ſhall find it to be 
a moſt ſevere trial indeed: for in the firſt place, God ordered him to 
leave his native country for the land of Canaan; here he was ſcarcely 
ſettled, when God ſent a famine (a thinv unknown in the world be- 
fote) in the land ; and what is ſtill more extraordinary, in that coun- 
try only where he had by his expreſs command come to dwell, in 
ordet to cblige him to go down to the land of Egypt: but all this, 
did not in the leaſt ſhake the faith of Abraham, nor leſſen his con- 
fidence in his Maker, who he was fully aſſured, ordered every thing 
tor his happineſs. + Pharaoh.

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who obſerve the precepts, of the middling, and the preſumptu- 
ouſly wicked: the righteous are inſtantly written to everlaſting 
life; and the wicked to the burning fire; but thoſe whoſe works 
are equal, remain in ſuſpence till the day of Atonement: if they 
return from their evil works, are careful to repent, and reform 
their actions, and mind their paths, then will their portion be in 
life with the righteous ; but if they do not repent, they will then 
be united to death. And thus will it be at the great day of 
judgement, when their works will come to teſtify as witneſſes, 
and be weighed in the balances; if the good outweigh the 
bad, and preponderate, the owners are ſecure, and need not be 
afraid: and if they are found to be equal, then doth his abundant 
mercy incline towards mercy : for he will turn again, he will 
have compaſſion, and will ſuppreſs the iniquity of the rebellious, 
he will pardon iniquity, and __— the ſcale of ſins, fo that the good 
deeds may preponderate, cauſing them to paſs away in due order“ 
ſeparately : for the LoRD is righteous in all his ways, and his work 
is mercy; he deſireth repentanceſ, more than burnt-offerings, and 
daily offerings : for repentance and good deeds are as a fhield 
againſt the divine puniſhment, We beſeech thee, O Loxp ! 
who art full of compaſſion, that when thou riſeſt up to judge the 
creatures of thy world, that thou wilt not awake thine anger 
1 the feweſt f of all people, who acknowledge the Unity 
of thy name night and day, and who continually ſupplicate thee 
morning and evening: and as a father inclines towards his ſon, 
ſo may thy tender mercy be moved to comfort them, and to 
cleanſe them from the weight of their iniquity and treſpaſſes : 
and remember in favour of them the covenant made with the 
three perfect ones, and eſpectally to the father of the multitude d, 
who when tried with ten powerful trials, was found perfect in 
all. The firſt trial was, when he was born, the diviners and 
ſoothſayers took counſel for the great princes, who thought to ſlay 
him ; when he was hidden under ground thirteen full years; daring

In thy wiſdom, haſt thou made all things 
beautiful in its ſeaſon, Before the mountains were brought forth, 
or ever thou hadſt formed the earth, didſt thou create repentance, 
as thy healing medicine; and before the ſtroke haſt thou prepared 
thy cure; and before the wound, didſt thou prepare a remedy, 
becauſe it was foreſeen by thy infinite knowledge, before the 
throne of thy Divine preſence, that there is not a man in the 
earth, /o righteous as to be admoniſhed of thy burning coals#, and 
to do nought but good, and not be guilty 4 a breach of thy law ;

Second, As the New Year is the firſt of the ten Penitential 
Days, we ſound the cornet, as a proclamation, to admoniſh all to 
return, and repent; which, if they do not, they cannot plead ig- 
norance, as having been fully informed.

Conſider 
attentively, that the moſt eſſential part of our Re- 
ligion, is, to pay adoration to the Author of our 
exiſtence, by, and in whom, we live, breathe, and 
enjoy every good; it is therefore proper, that thou 
offer him a pure heart. Inveſt thyſelf at that in- 
ſtant, with true devotion, and dedicate thyſelf unto 
his ſervice. Diveſt thyſelf of all worldly thoughts: 
pray for that which is moſt ſuitable to your ſtation, 
and truſt to the goodneſs of Divine Providence for a 
favourable anſwer.

ONSIDER, O mortal man ! that when thou 

art praying, thou art addreſſing that Great, 
Omnipotent, and Omniſcient Being, who created, 
and formed thee; who ſupports, and guides thee ; 
and upon whoſe Providence, the whole of this great 
machine, the univerſe, is dependant. Reflect, that 
he is Infinite, and Omnipreſent; that he ſees and 
obſerves, not only your moſt ſecret actions, but 
knows your moſt inward thoughts. If therefore, thine 
adoration is offered to Him in a proper and becom- 
ing manner, ſuitable to the exalted dignity of the 
Creator, and the humble ſtate of the creature, in a 
ſtrain of true piety, thy prayers will be the means of 
effecting thy ſalvation.

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Rur IV. The collocation of the words ſhould 
never be harſh, and unſuited to an Engliſh ear. 

RuLz V. Metaphors are, in general, to be retained: 
and if the original metaphor cannot be transfuſed, it 
ſhould be rendered in a note. 

Theſe rules appear to me, to be ſo indiſpenſably ne- 
ceſſary towards forming a true and real Tranſlation of 
our Prayers, that I could by no means avoid noticing 
them; as I am confident, that whoever is ignorant of, 
or diſregards them, will never be able to produce any 
thing like a correct Tranſlation of the Hebrew Prayers 
in Engliſh. 

Hence, the candid and liberal Reader, may eaſily 
perceive the difficulty of the undertaking, and the care, 
aſliduity, attention, and induſtry (not to mention the 
extenſive knowledge of ſacred literature) requiſite to 
the forming à true and correct tranſlation: it is there- 
fore neceſſary to obſerve, that as this moſt important 
and difficult work hath been undertaken at the expreſs 
deſire of the moſt reſpectable of the German Jews, 
it is to be ſincerely hoped, that the opulent of the 
nation will not be ſlow in lending their aſſiſtance, but 
by coming forward with a liberal ſubſcription, propor- 
tionate to the arduouſneſs of the taſk, enable me to 

perfect what I have now ſo happily began; and I ſo- 
lemnly pledge myſelf, that their liberality and con- 
fidence ſhall never be abuſed, but gratefully acknow- 
ledged by their | 


Moſt obedient, 
Humble ſervant, 
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ſelt, and followed in moſt of the Tranſlations that [ 
have made of Prayers, &c. and likewiſe mean to fol- 
low in this tranſlation) much of its purity and dignity 
may be preſerved; and by proper explanatory notes 
to illuſtrate ſuch paſſages, as may be liable to obſcu- 
rity, it may be rendered highly ſerviceable to thoſe 
that are not intimately acquainted with the original; 
and alfo gratify the ſcholar and man of letters. 
The Rules laid down are as follow“: 

RurE I. The Tranſlator ought to expreſs every word 
in the original, by a literary rendering, where the idiom 
of the Engliſh language will admit thereof; and where 
not only purity, but perſpicuity and dignity of expreſ- 
ſion can be preſerved. Hence this rule excludes, 

1. Defective Tranſlations, i. e. omiſſions. 

2. Ungrammatical expreſſions. 

3. Obſcure renderings. What I mean by obſcure 
renderings is, the retaining of mere Hebraiſms, when 
they neither add to the dignity, or the ſublimity of 
the expreſſion. 

Rur E II. Where the Engliſh idiom requires a pa- 
raphraſe, it ought to be ſo formed as to comprehend 
the original word or phraſe; and the ſupplemental 
parts ſhould ſtand in Italics. 

RuLe III. Where a verbal tranſlation cannot be 
thus interwoven, one at leaſt equivalent to it, and 
which implies the reading in the original, ſhould be 
ſubſtituted; and the idiom 1a the text ſhould be lite- 
rally rendered in a note,

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ſhould we rank among the mean and vulgar, ſenti- 
ments and images which are ſacred and fublime, it is 
incredible (as Dr. Lowth' obſerves) how much the 
ſtrength of the language, and the force and majeſty of 
the ideas will be deſtroyed. - Nothing in nature, in- 
deed, can be ſo conducive to the ſublime, as thoſe ſen- 
timents which are conceived by contemplation of the 


religion preſents itſelf to the mental eye. 
«© A fervent pleaſure, and an awe divine, 
.* +6 Seizes the ſoul, and lifts it to its GOD.“ 

It therefore follows of courſe, that the dignity of 
Hebrew Poetry muſt, in ſome meaſure, be diminiſhed 
in a tranſlation, but much more ſo when the Tranſlator 
is ignorant of the aforeſaid points; ſince in that caſe, 
not only the connection of the imagery with ſacred 
things, muſt frequently eſcape our obſervation, but 
even when moſt apparent, it can ſcarcely ſtrike us with 
that force and vivacity, with which it muſt certainly 
penetrate the mind of the Hebraiſt. 

However, if the Tranſlator is fully acquainted with 
the idiom and phraſeology of the Sacred language, 
and the true grounds of Hebrew Poetry, and earneſtly 
deſires faithfully to do juſtice to the original, he will 
naturally proceed with great caution; and in the firſt 
place, attempt to lay down ſome certain rules as a 
guide. By this means, much may be effected: for al- 
though it is almoſt impoſſible in an Engliſh Proſe 
Tranſlation, to reach the ſublimity of an Hebrew 
Poem, yet, with great care, attention, and induſtry, in 
the Tranſlator, and a ſtrict adherence to the following 
rules, (and which are what I have laid down for my- 


greateſt of all beings; and when the auguſt form had

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* cipal force lies in the Metaphor.” And he farther 
obſerves, ** As the temporate and reaſonable uſe of 
te this figure enlivens a compoſition, ſo the frequent 
« introduction of Metaphors obſcures it; and if they 
« very commonly occur, it will be little better than an 
e enigma. Now, although it will be readily allowed 
that the Hebrew Poets have in the formation of thoſe 
Prayers, aſſiduouſly attended to the ſublimity of their 
compoſitions, by the abundance and ſplendour of their 
figures; and in thoſe Poems eſpecially, in which un- 
common grandeur and ſublimity is aimed at, there 
predominates a continued, nay, I had almoſt ſaid, a 
perpetual uſe of the Metaphor, ſometimes boldly in- 
truded, ruſhing in with imminent hazard of propriety: 
and a Metaphor thus licentiouſly introduced,, 1s fre- 
quently continued to an immoderate length: but then, 
we muſt conſider, that the Orientals are attached to 
this ſtyle of compoſition; and many flights which an 
Engliſh ear (too faſtidious perhaps in theſe reſpects) 
will ſcarcely bear, muſt yet be allowed to the general 
freedom and boldneſs of thoſe writers. 

I muſt farther remark, that abundance of Metaphors 
occur in the Poems of the Hebrew Prayers, deduced 
from ſacred ſubjects; and others, which are borrowed 
from the rites and ceremonies of religion, and, which 
are peculiarly liable to obſcurity and miſtakes. 
Hence, the neceſſity for the moſt diligent obſervation 
(in a tranſlator) leſt, that very connection with the 
affairs of religion ſhould eſcape us in the tranſlation; 
for ſhould we, by his means, be miſtaken in ſo mate- 
rial a point; ſhould we erroneouſly account as com- 


mon, or profane, what is in its nature divine; or 
ſhould 
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tion, I ſhall juſt take notice of the nature of our 
Hebrew Prayers. 

It is well known, that the greateſt part of our 
Prayers are poetical; it will therefore be proper to 
remark, that as it is the nature of all poetry, ſo it is 
particularly of the Hebrew, to differ from common 
language; and that not merely in the choice of 
words and phraſes, but in the conſtruction, ſo as to 
effect a peculiar and more exquiſite mode of expreſ- 
fion. We muſt alſo conſider the phraſeology peculiar 
to the poets, the bold ellipſis, the ſudden tranſition 
of tenſes, genders, and perſons, and other ſimilar 
circumſtances. 


As to the ſtyle of Hebrew Poetry, I think it may 


not improperly bear the general title of Par anoLict; 
the conſtituent parts of which, are the SeEnTENTIOUS, 
the FicuraTive, and the SUBLIME. The FicuRa- 
TIVE ſtyle is frequently uſed in Hebrew Poetry; the 
conſtituent parts of which are, the ALLEGoRY, CoMe= 
PARISON, METAPHOR, and PERSONIFICATION. 

I muſt farther remark, that no figure is ſo fre- 
quently introduced into the Hebrew Poetry as the 
Metaphor; for, as Ariſtotle obſerves, © The great 
« excellence of the poetic dialect, conſiſts in perſpi- 


ce cuity without meanneſs. Familiar terms, and words 


« in common uſe, form a clear and perſpicious, but 


* frequently a low ſtyle. On the contrary, unuſual, 


< or foreign expreſſions, give it an air of grandeur, 
« but frequently render it obſcure.” Of thoſe, which 
he calls foreign, (as Dr. Lowth obſerves) © The prin-

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LATION of their Prayers; but being fully con- 


vinced of the difficulty of ſuch an azDuovs Task, 
J for ſome time declined their preſſing invitations ; 
however, they ſtill continuing to urge me thereto, by 
alledging, that all attempts. hitherto made towards 
any thing like a Tranſlation of their Prayers into 
Engliſh, had been executed in a manner ſo faulty, 
defective, and erroneous, as tended rather to bring 
diſgrace on the ſervice, than to recommend, and ex- 
plain it. Moved by theſe confiderations, I at length 
yielded to their ſolicitations, embarked therein, and 
with God's aſſiſtance, have happily accompliſhed it. 
It would appear like vanity in me, to mention the 
univerſal approbation, that the ſaid TRANSLA- 
TION has met with; and which has induced ſeveral 
of the moſt reſpectable of the German Jews, to in- 
vite me to make a Tranſlation of their Prayers : but 
on reflection, every candid and liberal mind, will 
deem it neceſſary to be noticed, becauſe it may be 
conſidered as an earneſt of the Public's having, what 
has long been ſought for in vain: viz. A correct 
TRANSLATION of our FESTIVAL PRAYERS, &c. In 
the proſecution of which, no pains ſhall be ſpared; 
being fully determined to exert, to the utmoſt, thoſe 
little talents which the Supreme Being hath been 
pleaſed to endow me with, in order to render it 
worthy the Patronage of the Nation. How far I 
may ſucceed in this moſt arduous attempt, I leave to 
the generous and candid public to decide. That the 
Reader, however, may be able to form a juſt idea of 
the magnitude and importance of the undertaking, 
and the great difficulty attending its proper execu- 
| $f tion, 
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K neceſſity and utility of a Tranſlation of the 

Prayers into Engliſh, for the uſe of ſuch of our 
nation as are natives of England, hath. been ſhewn 
at large in my Propoſals, lately Publiſhed; I therefore 
ſhall not dwell thereon any farther at preſent, but pro- 
ceed to ſtate the reaſons that gave riſe to this Tranſ- 
lation. 

Having, by the bleſſing of God, finiſhed that great 
and important work of LIV GVA SacRa, which is a 
complete Dictionary of all the words in the twenty- 
four Books of the Old Teſtament ; the Chaldee words 
in Daniel and Ezra; the Targums of Onkelas, Jona- 
than, and Jeruſalem; and alſo ſuch words of the 
Talmud, and- writings of the moſt eminent Rabbins, 
as ſerve to illuſtrate Scripture, or treat of Philoſopy, 
Arts, or Sciences; whether derived from the Chaldee, 
Perſic, Arabic, or Greek. To which is prefixed, a 
complete Hebrew Grammar, explained in Engliſh. 
This attempt, having met with the approbation of 
the moſt eminently learned men of our nation, in 
conſequence thereof, a number of the moſt reſpect- 
able Portugueſe Jews were ſo partial to me, as to 
judge me Rn to-undertake a NEW TRANS- 
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
